Fuel Famine Forces 
Shutdown in Britain 

LONDON, Feb. 10 (/P)— The gravest fuel famine in British 
history closed down more than half the kingdom's industry 
today, throwing more than J.OOO.OOO workers into idlcn(a8 
and restoring the wholesale dole. 

Prime Minister Attltjo said he could not forecast how soon 
the industrial criHis would end, and indicated spring might 
come before homes in the affected areas could return to 
normal power consumption. The homes, many of them de- 
pendent in port on electricity for heat, had to lorcgo the use 
of electricity for five hours daily beginning today, while 
industries in 3 of the Gi English, and Welsh counties had to 
suspend operations entirely. 

-"As soon aH there are rco- 
Bonable stocks (of coal) at 
the power stations," Attlee 
told the house of commonn. 
"the first step must be to re- 
store power for industry." 

Winston Ohurchlll, leader ot Uie 
parllamenUry opposition. Joined 
AtUee in on appeal for popular sup- 
port of the government's drastic 
orders, but chullenitd the prime 
minister to debate toniaht the un- 
derlying reasons for Uiem.
